Bob Taylor has announced 
for U. S. Senator from Tennessee. 

Judge J. W. Congleton has Vesigned 
as Judge of the Wolfe County Court 
and Gov. Beckham has appointed J. P. 
Howe to succeed him. 

Secretary Taft has appointed Gen. 
Ezra Carman chairman of the Chicka- 
mauga Military Park Association to 
succeed the late Gen. H. V. Boynton. 

A Washington friend of Justice Har- 
lan says he has no thought of quitting 
the bench and accepting the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor of Ken- 
tucky. 

There are 16 applicants for the office 
of Assessor of Mercer county to suc- 
ceed Assessor John Divine, who died 
several months ago. The appointment 
will be made by County Judge Roach, 
and James Bradshaw, of Burgin, is 
tipped. 

Minister Bowen has requested Secre- 
tary Taft to allow him to return to 
Caracas and take depositions and col- 
lect other evidence to sustain his charg- 
es against Mr. Loomis, provided, as he 
puts it in his request, "any doubt re- 
mains in the secretary's mind of Loo- 
mis’ culpability.” 

The first building used as a State- 
house for Kentucky, in which was con- 
vened the first session of the legisla- 
ture, was in Lexington on June 1, 1792, 
in a log building, two stories high, stand- 
ing near the center of the city on the 
east side of Main street, between Mill 
ami Broadway. It was only used as a 
Statehouse until the close of the second 
session on Dec. 22, 17512. The sum of 
$15 was appropriated “to the person 
who cleans the Statehouse" and 125.74 
for other expenses, which included 
"raising a pole and flag,” a table for 
the use of the State and repairs; $40.74 
for the entire expense of the two ses- 
sions for incidentals when the Legisla- 
ture adjourned as above on Dec. 22. 
1792.

The chinch bug is a little thing, but 
he gets there all the same.

It damages 
the wheat and com crop $20,000,000 
each. The rest of its levy it divides 
among the lesser cereals. The energet- 
ic grasshopper costs us about $60,000,- 
000 a year. Possessed of an omniver- 
ous appetite, the grasshopper destroys 
com, wheat, rye, grass, pillages orch- 
ards and attacks almost every other 
kind of vegetation with perfect impar- 
tiality. 

As sobriety and moderation in 
drinking is on the increase, it seems 
almost incredible that statistics show 
that the consumption of stimulants — 
that is, whisky, wine, beer etc., and 
their variants— costs $18.33 per head 
in the United States, or $91.65 for 
each family. The total cost of stimu- 
lants for the year ending June 30, 
1904, is nearly $1,500,000,01X1, or $100.- 
000,000 more than the average for 
the five years preceding. The enor- 
mous total can only be explained by 
the theory’ that the use of alcohol 
otherwise than as a stimulant is greatly 
increased.
